WASHINGTON  LETTER. 

(From  Our  Regular Correspondent. ). 

Washikotoji.  D.  C.,  March  26,  1894. 

There  Is  little  or  no  speculation  to-day 
concern  inf  what  will  be  the  fate  of  the 
Bland  coinage  bill.  Nearly  everybody 
Ml  settled  down  to  the  belief  that  It  will 
be  vetoed,  and  the  delay  Is  accounted 
for,  according  to  thoH<>  who  so  believe, 
toy  President  Cleveland's  desire  to  pre¬ 
pare  so  elaborate  veto  message  explain¬ 
ing  that  be  Is  not  actuated  by  "animosity 
to  tbs  use  of  sliver  us  money.  Although 
this  belief  has  no  more  definite  founda¬ 
tion  than  guess  work.  It  is  so  strongly 
shared  by  the  sliver  men  thut  they  ure 
already  arranging  their  programme  In 
anticl^atlou  of  the  vetcr  Tt  Is  not  prol>- 
able  that  any  attempt  will  be  made  to 
pass  the  bill  over  a  veto,  but  a  veto  will 
be  at  one#  followed  by  the  reporting  of 
the  Bland  free  coinage  bill  by  the  House 
committee  on  coinage,  and  by  the  offer¬ 
ing  of  a  free  coinage  bill  iu  the  Senate 
as  an  amendment  to  the  tariff  bill.  A 
veto  will  make  the  adopt  hut  of  such  an 
amendment  by  the  Senate  u  compara¬ 
tively  easy  mutter,  ns  it  would  be  sup¬ 
ported  by  many  Republican*  wbo  would 
not  vote  for  free  Oolnuge  as  a  separate 
®*a*ur®-  The  fear  of  that  amendment 
has  caused  more  thun  one  Democrat  not 
favorable  to  stiver  to  ask  Mr.  Cleveland 
Slther  to  sign  the  Bland  bill,  or  to  allow 
It  to  become  a  law  without  his  signature, 
and  there  are  still  a  few  who  have  hopes 
of  his  doing  tbs  last.

Election  Law  Change*. 

Senator  Ketcbam  has  Introduced  a 
lengthy  amendment  to  the  Election  law. 
It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Elections. 

The  Bill  provides  that  the  Boards  of 
Registry  and  Election  shall  organize  as 
soon  as  possible  after  July  16,  to  make 
up  their  registers,  so  as  to  complete 
them  by  August  1.  There  shall  be  no 
house-to-house  canvass.  The  second 
meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  September.  The 
thlfd  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  October.  The  eouris  shall 
sit  for  naturalization  from  October  1  to 
election  day.  The  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  may  sit  for  revision  from  Thurs¬ 
day  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  October, 
until  the  Tuesday  next  befoije  the  days 
of  general  election. 

No  official  ballot,  the  bill  further  pro¬ 
vides,  shall  be  furnished  outside  the 
polling  booths.  A  recount  may  be  or¬ 
dered  for  auy  candidate  who  applies  to 
the  Supreme  Court  within  four  days

Ths  Hatch  anti-option  bill,  as  revised, 
received  the  votes  of  twelve  out  of 
ths  fourteen  members  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Agriculture  who  were 
present  when  It  was  ordered  te  be  favor¬ 
ably  reported.  The  bill  now  provides 
that  dealers  In  “option  ”  and  futures” 
ahall  pay  a  special  tax  of  $12.  a  year  and 
shall  give  a  *3,000  bond,  and  that  all 
ooatracts  made  shall  have  iuterual  reve- 
Bua  stamps  attached  as  follows :  for 
svsry  ten  thousand  pound*  of  cotton, 
hope,  perk,  lard  or  bacon,  v.rled  or  salted 
meats,  and  every  one  thousand  bushels 
•f  wheat,  corn  rye,  outs  and  barley,  one 
cant,  and  for every  Bill  of  sale  terminat¬ 
ing  a  contract  two  cents  For  everj  con¬ 
tract  settled  lu  any  other  way  than  by 
the  actual  delivery  of  the  articles  the  bill 
provides  tbe  following  practically  pro¬ 
hibitory  tax;  one  cent  for  every  pound  of 
cotton,  hops,  pork,  lard,  bacon  or  pickled 
or  salted  meat;  three  cents  for  every 
bushel  of  wheat  and  two  cents  f<4  every 
bushel  o(  coru,  oats,  rye  and  bariey. 
Ths  bill  will  be  bitterly  opposed,  but  Its 
passage  by  the  House  is  generally  con¬ 
ceded.  the  Henatc  Is  where  t  he  fate  of  the 
bill  will  he  decided,  uud  its  act  ton  is 
doubtful.

Thomas  W.  Smith, 
President,  wbo  was  ths  only  person  wbo 
could  have  done  so,  tbe  lot  was  purchas¬ 
ed  in  1890 ;  though  abe  worked  with  her 
might  for  the  building,  for  reasons  be- 
youd  her  control  It  waa  delayed. 

When  Mrs.  R.  N.  Dodd  was  elected 
President  In  1893,  it  was  rendered  certain 
that  tbe  speedy  erection  of  a  ball  by  tbe 
W.  C.  T.  U.  was  a  foregone  conclusion. 
As  a  result  of  her  activity  the  plans  of 
the  building  were  made  by  F.  T.  Camp, 
the  architect,  whose  work  In  Bloomfield 
Is  on  many  streets.

Hs  had  i>eea  In 
poor  health  for  *everat  years,  ami  con¬ 
fined  to  hi*  house  for  the  last  live  months. 
While  hi*  family  hare  bad  little  hops  of 
hi*  ultimate  recovery,  they  had  not  look¬ 
ed  for  it  futal  termination  of  bis  lllnsas 
mo  soon,  but  death  I'Atiie  suddenly  oa 
Wednesday,  uud  In  the  first  hour  of  a  new 
dnv  lie  pasnod  peacefully  away.
